CIO representatives are for the 
project because they believe it will 
create hundreds of jobs in the Ak ­ 
ron district. 
The subtler belt used 
on the line would be made in Ak ­ 
ron factories.

Bark ed By Operators 
They indicated the bill is back ed 
by coal operators who the last two 
sessions fought every effort! to regu­ 
late them .. Operators have q ues­ 
tioned constitutionality of the pres­ 
ent act in Frank lin county common 
pleas court. 
Their opposition to regulation is 
reported abating. One reason may 
be a pending bill for a severance tax 
of one cent on the mark et value of 
minerals and oil at the pit or well.

NUT HALF*® A FIS

WASHINGTON, March 2—(AP)— 
W hat does Senator John W. Brlck - 
er of Ohio, 1944 OOP vice presiden­ 
tial nominee, think of his party’s 
future? 
In an interview, he made It plain 
he is optimistic over Republican 
chances to regain power of congress 
and the Presidency. 
But he sug­ 
gests the party must first adopt a 
program that gives the nation a 
clear choice between Republicans 
and Democrats. 
Brick er says the ingredients of a 
sound program are at hand, and 
need only' to be tossed into a bowl 
and mixed properly to mak e a pal-* 
atable dish for the American peo­ 
ple. 
There should be nothing of "me- 
too” in the progr%pi, the senator 
says. 
The ingredients should 
be 
these: 
1.—A policy of non-intervention 
by the federal government in the 
realm of business. Brick er says gov­ 
ernment already has gone too far 
int*> business and should get out. 
2.—Reversal of the trend toward 
federal absorption of the powers of 
state and local governments. 
Stop Centralization 
"We must stop the onrush of cen­ 
tralization,’’ he says. “We have not 
availed ourselves of our state and 
local governments as we 
should. 
Meantime, we have established fed­ 
eral bureaus that parallel existing 
agencies 
or are superimposed on 
state and local services." 
3 —An emphasis on individuals’ 
freedom, resourcefulness and ini­ 
tiative as opposed to Democratic 
stress on security. 
"We’ll tak e care of the needy, of 
course," says Brick er. 
“But if you 
push such efforts to the point of 
putting a premium on indolence, 
you render a disservice to the whole 
country. 
"There’s a limit to which you 
can wisely go. The money for 
curity programs comes from our la­ 
bor and our resources and we must 
tak e care to conserve them.’* 
4.—Economy 
and efficiency 
in 
government through reorganization 
of administrative agencies and re 
duction in spending. 
“The 
opposition 
always 
ask s 
where you could begin saving," the 
Ohioan adds. 
"I say you can cut 
the Whole government program at 
every point except where fixed rates 
of interest on debts are involved." 
5.—Reduced participation in for­ 
eign programs that call for heavy 
monetary outlays. 
"We cannot go on forever pouring 
out money to the rest of the world, 
Brick er declares. 
“We have no real 
allies today but those we are buying 
with our'» id. We don’t k now what 
countries will stick with us when 
our money stops flowing to them 
Brick er stresses federal spending 
and taxing policies are In his view 
crucial to the whole q uestion of gov­ 
ernm ent’* role iq present-day life. 
He says "Big Government'’ u» 
its "mcgiopoly of tax source« " as a 
means of widening its bridgehead 
against both business and smaller 
units of government at state and lo­ 
cal levels. 
He contends some states actually 
have ask ed federal agencies to re­ 
duce grants to the state and thereby 
release taxable Income for tapping 
by state and local units 
Taxpayer Innocent 
Brick er rays the Individual tax­ 
payer little realises what the cost 
of expanding federal government is 
to him personally. He is now gett­ 
ing up some figures designed to 
show the individual citizen as the 
main support of federal operations 
“Everyone has a lobbies! in W ash­ 
ington except the poor taxpayer," 
he adds. 
"And he's been softened 
up until he believes that what goes 
on in Washington doesn’t cost him 
very much." 
Summed up. Brick er s program 
would ftiean calling a halt to what 
he sees as the steady march of 
power, particularly taxing authority 
and opportunities, to state and local 
agencies which Brick er regards as 
Die protectors of individual free­ 
dom

"There is danger of serious con­ 
seq uences unless this Is done,” said 
a resolution passed a t the party’s 
annual conference. 
Costello, who b ecame © re prime 
minister when his fine Gael party 
defeated Eamon De Valera’s © anna 
Pail, has “Dev's” full support.
